HRHE hundred years ago in that Merry England ruled by food Queen Bess there was born in 
the flesh a great genius, there lived and worked and played a great poet, and there passed 
from this earth into immortality a great soul whose influence shall endure so long as the 
world shall last. 
And because he was a great poet who. beyond all others, reached the universal heart 
of mankind, because he was a real force in shaping human progress, in determining the trend of a 
world's civilization, a world today unites to do him homage— a world, grappling 
in the 
throes of a 
mighty war. rent and torn by bloody strife, uniting today on one common ground, animated by 
one 
common purpose: that of love for this William Shakespeare, of desire to pay to him an appropriate ap­ 
preciation and honor. 
Full ten years ago the#fir?t suggestions were made and the first -flans laid for a tercentenary cel­ 
ebration in honor of the hard, which should be world-wide and all-embracing. 
Stratford-on-Avon, birthplace of the poet and headquarters for the Shakespeare Memorial Associa­ 
tion, started the movement and not only planned for England a mighty jubilee but invited other na­ 
tions to participate. 
The war, of course, has greatly changed all plans. The preparations of some of the European coun­ 
tries ceased entirely and all celebrations have lieen greatly curtailed and restricted, but it is neverthe­ 
less a noteworthy fact that to iay all the world, even the belligerent nations and those most precari­ 
ously maintaining their neutrality, is in some manner paying respect to the memory of the world-fa­ 
mous dramatist. 
The English national celebration in honor of this famous son was planned to center at Stratford 
with a wonderful series cif events to follow in London. The great features of the Stratford celebration 
in its present restricted form are a dance about the great statue of the poet by young girls dressed to 
represent the >arious .Shakespearean heroines and a special musical performance at 
the 
Shakespeare 
Memorial building. London is having plays and banquets and the rural, communities and schools pag­ 
eants and outdoor festivals. 
Germany, also, is presenting plays, giving banquets and lecture courses, centering its 
celebrations 
in Berlin. Munich and al>out the Shakespeare statue in Weimar. 
The French people are giving lecture,courses, particularly well attended in Paris, holding banquets 
featured by readings from the plays and presenting plays and outdoor festivals. 
Denmark, home of the Dane, is giving an elaborately staged tri-centennial performance of “Ham ­ 
let” ; Holland has set aside a special day of honor; italy is presenting 
various operas 
based 
upon the 
plays: Othello. KaJstaff. Horner and Juliette. 
Even Japan, far across the seas, is 
presenting by native actors 
and in the Japanese language, out­ 
door performances of “As You Like It” 
and others of the plays. 
But it remains for our own America—hero ’oving. spontaneously enthusiastic, glad to 
turn away 
from the ghastly spectacle of the European conflict— to throw itself most whole-heartedly into a celebration actually and in truth of nation-wide 
extent. 
Every great city in the country is having community festivities, every small town, even the remotest hamlets. 
The schools have unanimously thrown themselves into the undertaking—in massed formation, fifty thousand strong. The Carolinas, North 
and South, h av e even provided through state legislation that every school within their borders shall in some manner mark the day. 
The American Drama league, the National Bureau of Education, the National Library of Congress, the Shakespeare Memorial Societies, all 
have enthusiastically endorsed the idea of American celebration and stand ready with information, suggestions and assistance 
for 
all kinds 
and forms of celebrations. 
Plays are being given all over the United States, by the greatest of the professionals, by am ateurs and by school children: movie films 
< f all the plays and of Shakespeare's life and times are rapidly being released. 
Books are being written, lectures, readings and sermons delivered, banquets given; every magazine and newspaper has its Shakespeare 
page. 
Statue® are being set up. outdoor theaters dedicated. Old English music heard. Shakespeare gardens planted. 
Most inspiring and interesting of all are the great community eel brations of masque, of festival, of pageant, featured by appropriate cos­ 
tuming. folk songs and dances, morris dances, old sports and games, and by the general public appreciation and participation. 
Of the great cities. New York has possibly the most pretentious program— a vast seri-*s of community, school and special 
festivities cul­ 
minating in the great Shakespeare festival masque written by Percy Mac Kaye, introducing the characters of “ The Tempest” and 
portraying 
the development of the drama throughout the ages New Y’ork, glad to find a m atter of comthon interest, of like appeal to its vast numbers of 
alien groups, of polyglot communities and of separate interests, bas gayly plunged into many weeks of public celebration. 
St. I/MiiB, meeting place of the National Drama League convention, has not been behindhand. These festivities have taken the form of a 
great community celebration centered by a notable presentation of “ Ab Y ou Like It" by Margaret Anglin and her players. 
Boston, ever since Christmas, has been attending Shakespeare plays presented by the Henry Jowett company, and reports a most enthusias­ 
tic welcome and appreciation of them by its people. Boston has also been hearing groups of strolling players pass from street to street pre­ 
senting ona-ftrt Old English plays In the real Elizabethan manner. 
San Francisco is placing a bust of Shakespeare, the first west of (he Mississippi and is putting up a 
permanent outdoor theater. 
Chicago is now in the midst of a great series of school celebrations, culminating in a vast pageant of the united schools. 
All the great un vers1 ties are giving appropriate exercises. Harvard presented Sir Johnston Forbes-Robertson in 
a fine farewell produc­

HE story of the Pageant was 
one of alow development. The 
Idea first originated in the 
desire of the
